Ratisbon, Nov. 19. The Peafants are rifen in 
Arms in feveral Places of Bavaria ; particularly, 
10000 are faid to be in the Country about old Or- 
ringen, Schardingen, Reid, and Vilfhoven: They 
kill the Imperial Soldiers thar fall into their Hands, 
and rob all Paffengers. Several Regiments are or- 
der’d to march to difperfe them. Colonel Went be- 
ing on the march with fome Hundred Men towards 
old Ortingen, met near Vilsburg 2000 of thefe Pea- 
fants, whom after a little Refiftance he put to flight, 
having firft kill’d 40 or 50 of them and taken 8 Pri- 
foners with their Leader : Thofe 8 were immediate- 
ly hang’d up, but their Leader was carry’d to Land- 
{chut, in order to be put to the Rack, to make him 
confefs who were the chief Contrivers of this Infur- 
rection. °Tis {aid there are feveral disbanded Off- 
cers among thefe Peafants, but that they have let 
their Beards grow and wear Peafants Habits to dif- 
guife themfelves : "Tis alfo talk’d that the abovelaid 

Leader was found lying on the Field half kill'd by 
his own Men, for keeping to himfelf and refufing to 
fhare among them 3000 Florins they had gor by 
Robbery. Colonel Went is march’d towards Schar- 
dingen co difperfe the Peafants that are in Arms 
thereabouts, Count Francis Anthuny de Lamberg 
Lienrenanr Colonel of the Regiment of Bartel, was 
feiz'd by fome of thofe Peafants near Vilfhoven, who 
took from him 700 Rix-dollars and let him go. 
The Landgtavine of Heffe Darmftadt is dead. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Nov. 28. 

. Ratisbon, Nov: 19. The revolted Peafants commit 
great Diforders in Bavaria ; and wanting Artillery 
and Ammunition to’ make themfelves Mafters of a 
fortified Place, 7 or 8000 of them have invefted 
Braunau, where they have intrench’d themfelvcs to 
oblige the Inhabitants to furrender to them, and to 
thar purpofe have likewife begun to deftroy all the 
Corn-Mills about the Town. Colonel Went is 
advanc’d near them, but find{ng their Iatrenchments 
very ftrong and regular, dares not attack them ; yet 
he has found means to convey 700 Men into Brau- 
nau.

Warfaw, Nov. 8. The Swedes perlitt in their de- 
mand of a Toleration of the Lutheran Religion in 
Poland and Lithuania, which King Stanifleus and 
the Diet at Warfaw are utterly averfe to.

The Repartition of Winter-Quarters 
made by his Majefty, is approv’d by the Czar of 
Mufcovy and MazeppaGeneral of the Coffacks : Buc 
the Governour of Zamosk baving refus’d to receive a 
Garrifon of Coffacks, General Mazeppa has defir'd 
leave to compel him to it by Force. Nex: Week 
our Saxon Horfe are to vafs the Oder, to march into 
the Upper Poland.
